The Wetaskiwin Kiwanis Club held 
a, very enjoyable and successful lunch- 
eon on Tuesday evening, when Kiwan- 
ian Stacey McCaul, President of the 
Edmonton Club, gave a very thought- 
ful address on Ghandi and the Indian 
unrest.

The committee on Under Privileged 
Children outlined plans for the sum-

Mr. McCaul, after referring to the 
institution of the Wetaskiwin Club 
which was formed when he was Dis- 
trict Superintendent, referred to the 
general unrest in India at the present 
time, stating that things in India are 
at the most critical condition in the 
history of British rule. The. popula- 
tion of about three*hundred and fifty 
million with about twenty-six hundred 
systems of caste, occupy an area only 
about two-thirds the size of Canada. 
We referred very interestingly to the 
caste system and the effect it was 
having on the people of that country. 
Ninety-two per ‘cent. of the people 
netiher read nor write, and they are 
easily influenced by agitators. 
Britain went to India as_ traders 
many years ago and have been strong 
factors in the development of that 
tremendous country.

1,000 FIGHT PRAIRIE 
FIRE NEAR CALGARY 


Calgary, April 14—Controlled after 
a ten-hour struggle in which 1,000 
ranchmen bettled, flames of a prairie 
fire, which raced over 4,000 acres of 
fertile hay land in the Springbank dis- 
trict, west of Calgary, were success- 
fully kept away from settlements.

short time ago, roused the Prime Min- 
ister. : 

Mr. Mackenzie King was angry 
when he began to-speak and got more 
so as he proceeded. He denieq that 
there was any cause whatever for 
emergency measures; it was the duty 
of municipalities and Provincia] Gov- 
ernments to give relief to unemployed 
if such relief were necessary; there 
had been no requests from Provincial 
Governments to the Federal Govern- 
ment for aid; if an emergency exist- 
ed to an extent which went beyond 
the capacity of the Pro@incia] Gov- 
ernments, then, and only then, did 
the Federal Government have the con- 
stitutional right to take action, and 
so far as granting relief was concern- 
ed, the Prime Minister declareq that 
he would not give one cent from the 
Dominion Treasury to be expended by 
a Tory Provingial Government. 

As may be surmised, the above de- 
claration of the Prime Minister rous- 
ed the fighting ire of the Congerva- 
Mr. Hugh Guthrie replied to 
Mr. King. He disposed of the consti- 
tutional argument as 4n- excUse; con- 
tended that the unemployment emer- 
gency was a fact which everybody 
except the Prime Minister knew, He 
took the former to task for his gtate- 


sonal plea to the Prime Minister to- 
forget party politics in -cOnnection 
with unemployment and secure the 
unanimous consent of the House to 
take -the lead in offering relief. 
Those of the economic groups who 


plored the disposition ‘om the part of 
the Government and the Opposition to 
use the unemployment situation for 
partizan political purposes. In most 
cases U.F.A. speakers have traced the 
cause of unemployment to insufficient 
purchasing power and have advocated 
the recognition of the “New Wcon- 
omics” as a solution. In keeping with 
this analysis the Dominion Govern- 
ment is held responsible since it 
should have credit.control instead of 
the Banks. to which that function has 
been given, and moreover silce im- 
migration has increased. unemploy- 
ment .and since the Government is 
responsible for the immigration pol- 


unemployment. . 

The fight still goes on. Mr. Heaps 
intended to withdraw his motion after 
‘the discussion, hoping that the Gov 
ernment. would take action. But in 
view of the attitude of the Govern- 
ment it is probable that the Members 
will not permit a withdrdawal of the 
amendment.

POOL NOT

Ottawa, April 10. — The supreme 
court of Canada today dismissed with 
costs the appeal of the ministers of 
national revenue vs. Saskatchewan 
Co-operative Wheat Producers. 

The decision holds that the wheat 
pool is not liable for income tax 
assessed by the minister of national 
revenue amounting to $154,143 for 
1925 and $302,489.61 for 1926. The ef- 
fect of this judgement is to say the

costs are not “profits” or “gains,” and 
that the pool merely acts in a fidu- 
ciary capacity for the grain growers, 
accounting for every cent it receives 
and retaining nothing that could 
amount to gain or profit.

The most expensive method of em- 
balming, reserved for royalty, involv- 
.fed the use of myrrh, aloes, aromatic 
|drugs and:spices, and cost equivalent 
to $2500 of our money. A less expens- 
ive method costing $1500 employed 
herbs, salt and oil. 

The Babylonians list of drugs re- 
sembled the list of the Egyptians. 
They were specialists in dietetics. 
Many of their remedies were given 
at the time of the rising or setting of 
certain planets and most of them were 
administred in palm wine. 

We know less of the pharmacy of 
ancient China than we do of the 
Egyptians,or Babylonians.

drugs. 

The Venetians brought the first 
sugar to Europe during the period of 
the Crusades, as which time it was so 
costly that. it was used exclusively as 
a medicine, as were also the most of 
the spices. 

Pharmacies as separate places for 
the compounding of medicines spread 
with great -rapidity throughout the 
European countries during the 13th 
century. In 1233 the first apdthecary 
shop in Germany, of which there is 
any record, was at Wetzlar. The 
Guild of drug sellers was incorporated 
in London in 1180.

There 
were no clocks in those days and this 
was the method of ensuring a suffi- 
ciently lengthy time of application. 

In the 15th century the require- 
ments for the entrance to the study of 
pharmacy in France was 4 years ap- 
prenticeship. This remained unchang- 
ed for 300 years. In the 15th century 
much time and money was spent in 
experiments in transmutation. Henry 
VI. of England, who reigned in the 
first half of the 15th century, issued 
four decrees commanding all nobles, 
doctors and professors to conduct ex- 
Perments in transmutation with a 
view to discharge the nation’s debt. 
Pharmacy seems at first glance to 
have made little progress in the 15th 
century, but in proportion as alchemy 
recedes from the centre of the stage, 
pharmacy advances to the foreground. 
It was to the credit of pharmacists of 
the time that few of their number 
were among the swindlers and char- 
latans of this century and the next. 

In Paris in the 16th century, one of 
the Edicts gave - the pharmacists a 
monopoly of the sale of ginger bread. 
This occasioned much controversy, 
which led to the separation of grocers, 
spicers, bakers and _ confectioners.

northern Alberta diarymen met Hon. 
George Hoadley, minister of  agri- 
culture, Friday afternoon. 


C. E. Christensen, manager of the 
Northern Alberta Dairy Pool; B. T. 
Love -of the Woodland Dairy; C. P. 
Rhodes of the P. Burns Co. Ltd., and 
J. R, Love, M.L.A., editor_of the 
“Cowbell,” presented the case for the 
dairymen, pointing out that Canadian 
butter is placed in unfair competition 
with the New Zealand.and Australian 
product, because of the low price at 
which the surplus butter of ithose 
countries is “dumped” into the B.C. 
market. 

Mr. Hoadley told the delegation 
that the government was fully in 
sympathy with their objective, and 
that action would be taken at once, 
to endeavor 
remedied. 


‘Speaking on the effect of the 
dumping, C. H. Christensen, of the 
Northern Alberta Dairy Pool, . ex- 
plained that the domestic market 
for butter. is not affected-one way 
or the other by the competition. 


“Vancouver and the coast province 
generally, consume over 40,000 
pounds of butter daily, in the sum- 
mer months,” Mr. Christensen stated, 
“and it is to that market that Al- 
berta looks, to dispose of* most of 
the surplus production after -the 10 
per cent to .15 per cent domestic 
market has been taken care of, 


“Over-production in the Aritipodes 
causes large: quantities of putter to 
be’ dumped into Vancouver each 
summer for sale, throughout the 
‘province; and this has an extremely 
depressing. effect on the price ob- 
tained by Alberta producers, in the 
coast market.
